CHARGES AGAINST | 


CHUNGKING, Tuesday. — Advance 
units of 6,000 Japanese moving north 
from Taunggyi have reached Manson, 
110 miles from Lashio in an attempt 
to cut the Lashio-Mandalay railway, 
a Chinese military spokesman reports. 

The Chinese are striking east towards 
Loilem, and threaten the Japanese rear 
in this sector. Roads to Lashio have 
been torn up by the Chinese. Chinese 
troops in Pyawbwe are probably 
moving north owing to a Japanese 
threat on the Salween flank, 

The Chinese military spokesman said 
that one Japanese column striking east 
had reached Kongh-Siping on the 
Salween. The other struck north and 
branched into two, of which one had 
reached Manson. The Chinese, who 
still held Taunggyi, had attacked with 
the objective of cutting Japanese. lines 
of communications, and isolating the 
enemy uhits which had pushed to the 
north. If this were successful the 
Japanese position would be serious. 
Showers have already fallen, but the 
monsoon has not yet. broken. 

The Japanese advance on the Sal- 
ween front has endangered the position 
of Chinese forces along the railway 
near Pyawbwe. _The spokesman dis- 
closed that the Chinese have withdrawn 
from the Yenangyaung oilfields on the 
Irrawaddy front, and are now holding 
a line along the north bank of the 
Pinn River.— (Reuter. ) 

At 11 a.m. to-day Japanese ‘planes 
bombed Lashio, starting great fires, re- 
ports said. 

Burma’s Civil Government evacuated 
Maymyo during the week-end because 
of the approach of Japanese columns. 
The evacuation of Maymyo coincided 
with a number of fires and increasing 
hostility on the part of the natives. 


CHINESE CUT OFF 


On the front defending Mandalay, 
says a Chungking report, the British 
and Chinese Armies shortened their 
lines in an effort to check the Japanese 
spearheads thrusting through the Shan 
States towards Hsipan and Lashio. 
Three groups of Chinese troops in the 
Shan States have been cut off from the 
main forces farther west, but they sent 
a radio message that they had wiped 
out a Japanese battalion at Thunggyi.

IR STAFFORD CRIPPS, Lord 
Privy Seal, told the House of 
Commons that the withdrawal of the 
draft declaration for India did not, 
and could not, close the door to the 
closer co-operation they desired to 
see in the defence of India or to the 
solution of the problem of self- 
government after the war. —. 

Opening the debate on India with a 

statement on his recent mission, he 
said :—‘‘I do not think anyone in this 
country need feel regretful that the 
Government’s proposals were put 
forward, or need blame the Govern- 
ment or the British people for the un- 
fortunate fact of failure to reach agree- 
ment,”’ 

Britain had shown her sincerity of 
urpose. Difficulties which had arisen 
ell under three heads—The method of 
determining the new Constitution, 
those difficulties relating to defence, 
and those relating to the formation of 
an interim Government. The second 
was the most substantial—as to the 
right of non-accession of the pre- 
vinces after the new Constitution had 
been decided upon. 


NO RISK TAKEN

While high explosive and incendiary 
bombs on Monday night spread havoc 
in the streets of Norwich, a great many 
buildings of historic interest were un- 
scathed. The number of raiders’ em- 
ployed was possibly not more than half 
of those which returned to Bath on 
Sunday night, says the. Press Associa- 
tion Air Correpondent. 

According to the Calais radio, says 
Reuter. three of the raiding bombers 
are missing. 

High explosive and incendiary bombs 
were showered on the city for well over 
an hour. The dead include fire- 
watchers, ambulance personnel and a 
Home Guard. In addition to those 
admitted to hospital, many less serious 
casualties were treated at stretcher 
stations. 

Fires were caused—one fairly large 
one by the earliest raider. This acted 
as a guide to other raiders, who dropped 
many chandelier flares. Most of the 
bombs fell on residential areas, espe- 
cially the homes of working-class 
people, and many of these houses were 
damaged. Rescue parties worked for 
hours to liberate people from the 
wreckage. When a bomb hit a shelter 
in a park a soldier who had been guid- 
ing people to it was killed. Several 
bodies were recovered from the shelter. 
Streets were covered with broken glass 
and rubble, and many points were pitted 
with deep craters, which soon filled with 
water. 

The German High Command de- 
scribed the attack as a “ devastatin 
reprisal raid,” in which thousands ot 
high explosive and incendiary bombs 
were dropped from a low level on 
selected targets. ‘'Fires,’’ it added,

Plenty of butter will be on sale in 
Dublin shops from May 8th—the end 
of the low-production period—when, it 
is expected, consumption will return to 
100 per cent. Butter would be avail- 
able sooner if it were not for the fact 
that the production areas, which have 
suffered greatly from the shortage, are 
absorbing the necessary milk first. No 
butter has been exported from Eire 
since August Ist, 1941, and none will 
be exported this year. 


200’000 CWTS. 


The country will require to store 
200,000 cwts. to satisfy requirements 
over the low-production period of 
December, 1942, to May, 1943, Mr. 
Sean Clarke, Chairman of the Whole- 
sale Butter and Produce Merchants’ 
Association, said yesterday. At. pre- 
sent rates this will cost £1,680.000, to 
which must be added £50,000 cold 
storage charges, plus insurance, car- 
tage, incidentals, and the cost of the 
large sum of money involved. The 
increase in these charges will have to 
be borne by the consumer. 

Butter consumption stood at 100 per 
cent. up to March 3lst. The shortage 
began to be felt early in April, when 
only. 75 per cent. was available. The 
ast fortnight has brought quest:ons 
rom the public and queues before the 


the centre of the town.’’—(Reuter.)

BOMBS ON COLOGNE 


Cologne, Germany’s third largest 
city, and the naval base at Trondheim 
Fiord, Norway, were the principal 
targets in Monday night’s British air 
offensive. 

““A strong force of aircraft of the 
Bomber Command attacked objectives 
in Cologne and elsewhere in the Rhine- 
land in clear weather. The targets 
were easily seen, and large fires were 
left burning,” says the British com- 
muniqué. 

‘Another strong force attacked the 
German naval base in the Trondheim 
Fiord, The effect of this attack may 
not be known for some time. 

“The docks at Dunkirk and aero- 
dromes in enemy-occupied territory 
were also bombed, and mines were laid 
in enemy waters. 

“ From all these operations seventeen 
of our aircraft are missing. 

“ Aircraft of the Fighter Command 
also attacked enemy aerodromes in 
occupied territory. One of our fighters 
is missing. 

“ A Hudson of the Coastal Command 
attacked and damaged an enemy supply 
ship off the coast of Denmark. 

“ Reconnaissance has established 
that during the recent attacks on 
Rostock the main assembly sheds of 
the Heinkel aircraft factory, as well 
as many of the subsidiary buildings 
were damaged, Fires at Rostock were 
still burning at noon on Monday.”’ 

As recently as April 8, says the 
Press Association, it was reported that

orce long range reconnaissance ‘planes 
showed .that the 10,000-ton cruiser 
Prinz Eugen, which was torpedoed off 
the Norwegian coast .‘ter her dash 
through the English Channel, was in 
a fiord near Trondheim. The 10,000- 
ton pocket battleship Admiral Scheer 
and the battleship Tirpitz were also 
known to be in the vicinity. 


RAIDS OVER FRANCE 


““Our fighters have made three 
sweeps over Northern France to-day— 
two of them to St. Omer during the 
morning and one over the Calais area 
early this afternoon,” said e British 
Air Ministry communiqué last night. 
““In the first attack on St. Omer they 
were accompanied by Hurricane 
bombers and in the second by Bostons.

It may not 
be entirely accidental that yesterday 
was chosen for the occasion on which 
Sir Stafford Cripps would describe 
the history and results of his mission | 
before the British House of Commons. 
Sir Stafford Cripps refuses to be 
despondent. He has observed more 
than onee that his Government’s 
offer to India remains open, and 
other British statesmen, as well as 
himself, have been at pains to stress 
to give the 
Indians self-government immediately 
after the war. No reasonable man. 
looking back upon the negotiations, 
will argue ‘that Great Britain, at 
such a time, could have gone further 
than she went. She refused to 
transfer the full control of Indian 
defence to Indian hands; but what 
nation, with the Japanese in control 
of Singapore and hammering their 
way through Burma, would have 
dared to do otherwise? It is hard 
to understand why the Congress 
Party declined the British offer—in 
view of the circumstances. At the] 
very least, India would have taken 
a tremendous stride towards self- 


| government—she would have obtained 


at least as much of the reality of it 
as Egypt possesses to-day in practice 
—and.the way would have been clear 
for further advances at the con 
sion of the war. It begins to look |... 
as if the Congress Party has been 
keeping the example of Ireland con- 
spicuously before its eyes. Observing 
the ill effects of partition here, it 
will have nothing to do with partition 
in India; contemplating the ill 
fortunes of the Anglo-Irish Treaty, 
it mistrusts the thought of any 
compromise on government in India. 
There is, however, a difference. A 
foreign enemy was not. knocking at 
the gates of Ireland in 1922, while 
to-day virtually all Indians are 
agreed on the prime necessity of 
union against the Japanese. Mr. 
Nehru makes no secret of his appre- 
hensions ; even the veteran Mahatma 
Gandhi cannot contemplate with 
equanimity their designs upon 
India. We should not be surprised 
if fresh overtures for a settlement 
hetween Britain and India should be 
made—this time, from the Indian 
side. The silence of the past few 
weeks suggests that brains are being 
exercised.

Home Guard- 


The British Home Guard—which 
corresponds in essentials to the Local 
Defence Force in the twenty-six 
counties—is a formidable body. 

Approximately a year ago it was 
sahiadh. on seemingly sound 
authority, at 1,500,000 men. Since 
that time, however, there appears 
to have been some decline in its 
numbers, thanks largely to the 
raising of the age-limit for military 
service, which has withdrawn many 
of the Home Guard’s members into 
the regular forces; and, while the 
units in some parts of Great Britain 
are up to, and even over, their full 
establishment, the units in other 
areas are not what they ought to be. 
To cope with ‘this deficiency, the 
Government recently announced that 
a system of conscription might 
be introduced. The announcement, 


generally, had a ‘‘good Press,’’

present: the other Commands, as it 
seems, believe that, their needs can be 
met by voluntary recruitment, and 
“prefer to reserve conscription as a 
last resort. The necessary men will 
be selected in strict order. Men 
whose duty of service with the. 
mhuar forces has been deferred will 
"be chosen first; next will come men 
who are waiting to be posted to the 
regular forces; third will be older 
men. All will have the right of appeal 
to a tribunal, before which they may | 
apply for exemption on such grounds 
as physical unfitness, conscientious 
objection, or personal hardship ; but 
the War Office insists that the in- 
adequate units must be filled; how- | 
ever great the difficulties may be. 

Membership of the Home Guard is 
no bed of roses. The organisation is 
composed, to a very large degree, ir; bis 
comparatively elderly men—veterans 
of the last Great War, and others 
whose soldiering days ought to be 
past by now—and a rigorous 
minimum of parades has become 
compulsory. It is no joke for a man 
in his fifties, after a hard day’s 
work, to don uniform and turn out 
for military duty, especially when it 
involves an all-night spell of guard, 
as is by no means infrequent. The 
example of “these middle-aged 
Englishmen ought to shame the 
thousands of Irishmen twenty and 
thirty years younger who “cannot 
find time” for the L.D.F. or a 
kindred organisation. It is scarcely 
surprising that people who have 
studied the course of the present 
war, and have realised that a neutral 
nation stands as deeply in need of 
defence as any belligerent, often 
breathe a prayer for conscription on 
this side of the Channel.

A large proportion come from an 

.P.’s own constituents, but better 
known M.P.s_ have correspondence 
from almost every part of the country. 
One critic claims to receive the largest 
number of letters—between 250 and 
400 a week—and he is one of the most 
conscientious in replying to every 
worth-while query, in contrast to a 
member who some years ago per- 
sistently refused to collect any letters 
addressed to himself at the House post 
office. M.P.s have to pay the ordinary 
24d. postage on all replies they send, 
and are entitled to free postage only 
when writing to a Minister forwarding 
a constituent’s grievance.

I anticipate an early descent by my — 


artist friends upon that historic corner 
of Dublin comprised in the Cook street 
area, behind Merchants’ quay. 

Chance took me along there yester- 
day, and I was impressed to observe 
that recent slum-clearances at the 
western end of the street itself have 
resulted in the unveiling of a glimpse 
of ancient Dublin, which, if tiny, is 
picturesque. A striking view is now 
afforded of the Liffeywards divergent 
wall of the eity with old St, Audoen’s 
perched majestically above, re- 
viously hidden aisle-facgade fully visible, 
and the face of the tenth century 
edifice, as it were, clear towards the 
setting sun. 

The aver ‘age citizen is always some- 
what puzzled in regard to this interest- 
ing old church, not knowing that the 
portion at present In use represents 
only half the original nave, roofed in. 
Neither is it generally known that by 
entering the enclosure of the modern 
Catholic church of St. Audoen, a few 

aces removed along High street, and 
ooking beneath at the eit hand side 
of the building, one may see the entire, 
but roofless, south-western aisle of the 
ancient church, with its graceful 
arches and other reminderg of its once 
‘distinctive interior beauty. 

This, however, wis an addition mada 
in 1455, by Sir Bobert Eustace, Baron 
Portlester. It was therefore, commonly 
called “ the Portlester Chapel.’’
